WOMEN IN POLITICS 


Since the friends of Mrs. Ogborn insist- 
ced upon her making the race for election 
to the City Council of Richmond, to fill 
the place of her husband who died a few 
days ago, one hears much discussion all 
over the city as fo whether or not women 
should butt into politics, hold office, and 
all that sort of thing. Some hold one way 
and some another, and so there is much 
argument. 

This scribe was born and raised amid 
that old time Southern chivalry that al- 
ways placed woman on a pedestal as a 
sort of household deity and refused to con- 
sider her mixing in the battles of life, for 
the reason that they believed it would 
have a tendency to coarsen and besmireh 
her. That was before the time of women 
voting, and there was no such thing as 
women in business. Woman’s place was 
held to be in the home, taking care of that 
home, her husband and her children, and 
it was also held that if she did that she 
was doing all that should be expected of 
her, 

Since then times have changed. Whether 
the changes are for the better or worse is 
a maticr of opinion, but changed they 
have, and we of this day face not a theory 
but a condition. 

Personally we like that old time chiv- 
alry very much. We do not like to see 
women out doing work which men could 
handle and should do. In fact we do not 
like to see her have very much of any kind 
of work to do, and don’t believe God in- 
tended that she should. We think any 
man, under ordinary cireumstances, that 
does not go out into the world and do 
enough work to support his wifg and fam- 
ily is not very much of a man. 

But circumstances alter cases. If a wom- 
an be left a widow by a erued decree of 
fate, and has children to raise and edu- 
cate, aud has no one to do it for her, then 
she is foreed to do it herself, and in such 
a case we believe in every, man being a 
chivalrous gentleman and giving her every 
possible preference, stepping aside him- 
self, if necessary, in order to do so.

At least two hours each 
day must be devoted by these young 
workers to technical or regular edu- 
catiogal classes, and they will vot be 
perinitted to work at night or on Sun- 
days or holidays. 

Women shall not be employed at 
night, and employers shall not give 
women work to do at home after their 
regular day's work. Women shall not | 
be employed in especially dangerous 
trades, which it is impossible to 
make healthful, nor in mines. Women 
shall not be allowed fo work for ten 
weeks altogether before and after 
childbirth, six weeks of which shall be 
taken after confinement.

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CONFIDENCE 

Since credit is confidence, and the 
length of time for which it will run or 
endure depends upon the amount of con- 
fidence, the amount of bank credit the 
bank can issue and the time for which it 
can be issued defends upon the amount of 
canfidence the bank can command. <A run 
on the bank starts when the bank loses 
the public confidence and unless confi- 
dence is soon restored it results in a bank 
failure and perhaps a panic. Because of 
this, everything the banker does is con- 
trolled by his fear of the loss of public 
confidence, and, sinee the banker controls 
the rest of us by controlling our necessity, 
our whole social system is controlled by 
fear, and fear brings to the surface the 
worst traits in all animal nature. Among 
the lower animals when fear controls, the 
mule whirls to kick, the rattlesnake coils 
to strike, and the hedgehog throws out 
his quills. It is the same with man; fear 
brings out all his bad traits. It is little 
wonder that the teachings of Our Savior 
‘are losing ground? 

Because the banker cannot command 
the full confidence of the people he dare 
not issue his credit, in any large quantity, 
for longer than 30, 60 or 90 days, and that 
is the reason why a Rural Credit institu- 
tion had to be established to take care of 
the farmer, because the farmer cannot use 
such short time money. 


> With bank credit issued under public 
control, and on security approved by the 
people, there would be no lack of confi- 
dence and therefore no lack of time, and 
the farmer ‘and everybody else could da 
business at the same bank and the 
same terms. ; 

In a manuscript, now ready for publica- 
tion, I have shown haw this slight change 
from private to eae control of our 
greatest public utility will give to us the 
liberty for which the human race has 
struggled since the beginning of time, but 
which has never been attainable beeanse 
of the controlling power of money. Fact 
and logic demonstrate that man can never 
enjoy liberty and equal opportunity, un- 
der any form of government, until the 
medium of exchange is recognized as a 
public utility and made usable by all on 
the same terms. This is not socialism; it 
is the exact opposite of socialism. It is 
common sense and we have been taught 
the truth of it by the change from private 
to public control of the railroads. Over 
twenty-five vears of public control of rail- 
roads has shown that public control of 
utilities is necessary to liberty and the 
equal chance. Is it not perfeetly plain 
that our money, our medium of exchange 
is a public utility, and in fact is nothing 
more or nor less than a system of book- 
keeping? Why Ict a lot of plutocrats keep 
the books to suit themselves, and at their 
own price, and make the rest of us pay in 
labor, liberty and happiness when we ean 
keep them a lot better ourselves? 


NATIONAL EFFICIENCY 


At the present time the satioual effi 
ciency \is a matter of great concern to 
every citizen 6f this country. This coun- 
try and the world must be readjusted on a 
peace’ basis, enormous expenses must he 
absorbed and an enormous war debt must 
be carried, and ultimately paid, or the 
very foundation of our civilization will be 
shaken. If all the productive energy of 
the American people could be utilized this 
problem would be solved and the burden 
would be light. With our presertt finan- 
cial system, giving private control over 
our greatest public utility, this is impos- 
sible because the medium which all must 
use in order to produce, is made to serve 
those interests which coftrol it and the 
productive efficiency is, therefore, com- 
pressed to a small portion of what the 
whole national energy could produce. This 
fact and the change which will bs 
wrought by public control can be visual- 
ized or geometrically cemonstrated — by 
means of two diagrams, 1 and 2 following. 

It is axiomatie that the use of the me- 
diwm of exchange is necessary for produc- 
tion. Were a man in possession of any 

. number of acres of farming land he could 
not produce’a crop unless he could have 
the use of enough money to put the land 


on

in shape and to plant and harvest the. 
crop. Timber land would be valueless to 
the man who could not ‘raise money 
enough to cut and saw the timber into 
lumber, and so it is with all other natural 
resources of the country. Man cannot ap- 
ply his energy to the country for the pro- 
duction of. wealth without the use of the 
medium of exchange. It is the connecting 
link between human energy and natural 
resources by the use of which wealth is 
produced. 

Now, since 95 per cent of our medium 
of exchange is bank credit and half of the 
other 5 per cent is held by the banks, the 
banks absolutely control 97 per cent of 
this link between human energy and nat- 
ural resources—97 per cent of the wealth- 
producing ehergy of the country. Just as 
President Wilson said, ‘‘Our national 
growth and all our activities are “in the 
hands of a few men.’? The result is a 


terrible stricture on national efficiency 
and wealth production as illustrated in 
e

why private control should be continued. 

ft is iully as easy, if not e@sier, to make 
the change from private to publie control 
of our medium of exchange, and the rea- 
sons for it are eyen more apparent, and 
the equities in the ease are all in favor of 
publie control. 

Ist. To accomplish public control no 
new institutions are necessary, no, new 
kind of money, no new methods of issuing 
bank credit or doing business. Just dis- 
place the private appraiser with a public 
appraiser and the private loan committce 
with a public loan committee, and it is al’ 
done. ;
